Police and Fire Chiefs 
have won their case 


‘The Town Crier two weeks ago reported that a 
settlement had been made, by the town Manager, in 
the suit of the Chief of Police and the Chief of the Fire 
Department, and that an announcement could be 


expected. 


Chapter 1082 of the Acts of 1972 provided that the 
chiefs of the Fire Department and Police Department, 
in Massachusetts, should be paid twice the salary of 
any person in their department, if 20 or more persons 
were involved. If there are 13 to 19 persons the pay is 
to be 1.8 times the salary, and if there are 12 or fewer 
the salary is to be 1% times the salary of the highest 
paid individual in the department, 

‘As happened in many towns, the Selectmen objected 
to paying more than had been voted by the Town 
Meeting, and as a result continued the pay at the rate 


voted by the Town Meeting. 


A suit was instituted, in 


which there was a criminal complaint against the 
‘Town Manager, for not obeying the law, and instead, 
listening to the Board of Selectmen 

Two weeks ago the Town Crier learned that the 
Selectmen had given the Town Manager orders, ap-
